An  opportunity  to  join  together  as  a  congregation 


As  the  programming  year  heads 

towards  summer,  we  can  reflect  on 
many  successes.  Our  focus  on  Israel 
was  felt  with  a  first-class  Shabbaton, 

Yom  Ha’atzmaut  celebrations  as  well  as  ongoing 
and  developing  commitments  to  Hebrew 
language  learning,  Israel  advocacy  and  beyond. 

Debbie  and  I  are  very  much  looking  forward  to 
the  PAS  young  family  mission  next  month,  and 
plans  are  beginning  for  another  PAS  Israel  trip 
in  December. 

It  is  not  always  easy  to  know  exactly  how  to 
respond  to  events  in  Israel.  This  spring  has  raised  provocative 
conversations  for  American  Jewry,  Israel  and  the  relationship 
between  the  two.  With  regard  to  religious  pluralism,  we  continue 
to  be  reminded  that  the  freedoms  we  enjoy  as  liberal  Jews  in 
America  are  not  the  norm  in  Israel.  As  a  Conservative  Jew,  I 
am  stung  by  the  realization  that  the  Judaism  that  I  preach  and 
practice  here  is  not  legitimized  by  the  very  State  that  means 
so  much  to  me.  Indeed,  one  of  challenges  of  our  age  is  to  find 
a  way  to  make  sure  that  Israel  continues  to  be  a  homeland  for 
ALL  Jews,  and  that  our  voice  is  heard.  We  need  to  learn  how 
to  embrace  Israel  in  its  entirety  and  at  the  same  time  prod  it 
towards  embracing  all  of  Diaspora  Jewry  in  all  of  its  manifold 
expressions. 

On  the  political  front,  this  spring  has  been,  without  a  doubt, 
a  testing  time.  Differences  of  opinion  between  the  American  and 
Israeli  administrations  on  the  issue  of  Jerusalem  have  placed  a 
strain  -  perceived  or  real  -  on  the  relationship  between  the  two 
countries.  American  Jews,  perhaps  more  than  anyone  else,  have 
felt  anxiety  as  a  result  of  these  sometimes  contentious  public 
discussions. 

Neither  of  the  above  issues  will  be  resolved  easily.  The 


tensions  they  present  have  been  around  for  many 
years,  and  may  well  continue  for  the  foreseeable 
future.  For  the  sixty-plus  years  of  Israel’s 
existence,  American  Jewry  has  wrestled  with 
complex  questions  arising  from  our  unflagging 
support  for  a  Jewish  State  whose  Judaism  occurs 
on  terms  different  than  our  own,  as  well  as  the 
challenge  of  how  to  be  unwavering  in  our  loyalty 
to  both  America  and  Israel  when  the  two  nations 
do  not  see  eye  to  eye. 

I  think  that  a  Diaspora  Jew’s  relationship  with 
Israel,  like  any  of  the  profound  relationships  in 
our  lives,  requires  a  combination  of  subtlety  and  steadfastness. 
Our  devotion  and  commitment  need  not  be  diminished  by  our 
insistence  on  engaging  in  thoughtful  dialogue.  My  loyalty  to 
Israel  is  not  shaken  by  my  recognition  of  her  imperfections;  my 
Zionism  remains  dogged  even  as  I  seek  to  effect  change  in  the 
relationship  between  Diaspora  Jewry  and  Israel. 

This  year,  I  hope  to  end  our  Israel  programming  year  in  this 
spirit.  Whether  you  are  on  the  political  right  or  the  left,  in  favor 
of  one  policy  or  another,  I  ask  you  to  join  the  New  York  Pro- 
Israel  community  on  Sunday  May  23  at  the  annual  UJA  Salute 
to  Israel  Parade.  It  is  an  incredibly  important  statement  to  the 
world  community  to  come  out  and  show  your  support  for  Israel. 
Details  of  the  day  are  still  forthcoming  as  I  write,  but  I  ask  you 
to  block  off  the  day  right  now  and  to  commit  to  walking  up  Fifth 
Avenue  with  PAS.  It  will  be  an  opportunity  to  join  together  as  a 
congregation  and  show  the  world  that  we  stand  with  Israel.  It  will 
also  be  a  time  to  connect  with  our  community,  enjoy  a  beautiful 
day  and  cap  off  an  outstanding  year  of  synagogue  life.

Kabed  et  avikha  v’et  imekha 


The  month  of  May  brings,  along 
with  warm  weather,  the  Hallmark- 
driven  holiday  of  Mother’s  Day  on 
the  second  Sunday  in  May.  And  Dads 
have  their  day  coming  up  on  the  third  Sunday  in 
June.  Each  of  these  days  became  etched  into  the 
fabric  of  Americana  by  presidential  proclamation. 

President  Woodrow  Wilson  declared  Mother’s 
Day  in  1914.  President  Richard  Nixon  declared 
Father’s  Day  in  1972.  How  do  we  observe  these 
two  special  days?  We  go  to  department  stores 
and  boutiques  and  buy  gifts  for  our  parents.  We 
treat  the  family  to  Sunday  brunch  or  fire  up  the  grill  on  Sunday 
afternoon. 

Judaism  has  its  own  version  of  Mother’s  Day  and  Father’s 
Day.  Rather  than  one  day  in  May  or  June,  we  observe  Parents’ 
Day  every  day.  Rather  than  a  presidential  proclamation,  we  are 
commanded  by  God  to  kabed  et  avikha  v  ’et  imekha  -  honor  your 
father  and  your  mother  -  and  imo  v  ’aviv  tira  ’u  -  an  individual’s 
mother  and  father  are  to  be  revered.  Given  that  Bloomingdale’s 
did  not  open  its  doors  until  1886,  how  does  Jewish  tradition  teach 
us  to  honor  and  revere  our  parents? 

Maimonides,  the  great  medieval  scholar,  suggested  that  rever¬ 
ence  requires  that  a  child  not  stand  in  the  place  a  parent  usually 
stands,  not  contradict  the  words  of  a  parent,  nor  decide  against  a 
parent’s  opinion,  nor  call  a  parent  by  their  first  name.  Honor ,  on 
the  other  hand,  implies  providing  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  to  a 


parent  who  cannot  or  is  no  longer  able  to  provide 
them  for  him  or  herself.  A  parent  must  be  sup¬ 
ported  in  accordance  with  their  needs  and  the 
ability  of  their  child/ren. 

In  his  book.  Family  Redeemed ,  Rabbi  Jo¬ 
seph  Soloveichik  understands  reverence  as  the 
“ halakhic  etiquette  which  regulates  the  formal 
relationships  between  parent  and  child,  even 
though  this  particular  decorum  is  not  correlated 
with  an  inner  feeling”  (130ff).  What,  then,  does 
it  mean  to  honor  one’s  parents?  Food,  clothing, 
and  shelter  are  nice,  but  this  describes  something 
that  sounds  like  welfare  service.  Honor  must  include  some  inner 
experience,  what  Soloveichik  calls  “the  tender  love  and  compas¬ 
sion”  that  we  show  towards  our  parents.  This  experience  is  one 
that  causes  physical  support  but  is  much  deeper. 

The  feeling  that  Soloveichik  calls  “relatedness  and  identifi¬ 
cation”  takes  us  to  a  different  level  of  understanding  this  mitz- 
vah.  This  inner  experience  of  what  we  feel  towards  our  parents 
motivates  our  outward  experience.  It  is  with  this  feeling  in  our 
hearts  that  we  should  approach  not  only  the  nationally  celebrated 
Mother’s  Day  and  Father’s  Day,  but  every  day.  Whether  with 
our  own  parents  or  with  our  children,  may  we  all  be  blessed  with 
creating  positive  relationships  and  positive  memories  centered 
around  honor  and  reverence.

hen  we  will  gather  for  our 
Annual  Congregational 
Meeting  on  May  13,  the 
membership  will  be  asked 
to  vote  for  an  extension  of  Rabbi  Cosgrove’s 
contract  for  a  five-year  term  through  June 
2015.  This  term  is  the  maximum  permitted 
under  the  bylaws  and  is  based  on  a  unanimous 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  after  a 
thorough  review  process.  We  will  also  welcome 
new  Board  of  Trustees  and  Advisory  Council 
members  and  thank  those  who  are  concluding  their  years  of 
service,  and  approve  our  annual  budget.  Rabbi  Cosgrove  and  I 
both  will  have  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  this  past  year  and 
our  outlook  and  plans  for  the  future. 

The  broad  discussion  among  your  leadership  is  focused  on  the 
creation  of  the  “narrative”  or  “torah”  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
In  a  recent  sermon.  Rabbi  Cosgrove  raised  the  issue:  “How 
do  we  identify  the  distinctive  and  essential  features  that  make 
us  who  we  are?  And  what  practices  reflect  a  sensibility  whose 
time  has  passed  and  which  may  actually  impede  the  present 
and  future  vitality  of  our  faith?  This  is  without  a  doubt  a  very 
exciting  time  for  our  community,  of  great  strength,  but  also  for 
great  reflection  and  transformation.  What  is  the  narrative  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue,  what  exactly  is  our  distinctive  torah,  how  do 
we  define  ourselves  within  our  four  walls  and  in  the  landscape  of 
NYC  and  North  American  Jewish  life?” 

While  our  mission  remains  to  be  a  spiritual,  intellectual,  and 
cultural  center  for  our  membership,  we  must  translate  these  words 
into  actions.  Our  spiritual  and  intellectual  splendor  was  at  its 
finest  this  year  at  Festival  and  Shabbat  services,  at  the  Shabbaton, 
and  throughout  the  initial  year  of  the  Melton  adult  learning 
program.  Our  community  events  such  as  the  Cantors  Concert, 
Purim  spiel.  Gala,  and  Mitzvah  Day  drew  record  attendance  and 
support.  Enrollment  at  our  schools  is  near  capacity.  Each  Bar  and 


Bat  Mitzvah  student  was  spectacular. 

But  our  work  is  not  complete.  The  Board 
has  undertaken  plans  to  restructure  all  our 
educational  activities  in  a  centralized  manner, 
and  our  clergy  is  constantly  examining  ways 
to  continue  to  meet  congregants’  spiritual  and 
participatory  needs  at  every  service  and  life  cycle 
event.  We  will  unveil  a  new  web  site  shortly. 
Ultimately  our  “narrative”  is  to  be  respectful 
and  protective  of  our  wise  and  proud  Jewish 
traditions  while  making  the  intellectual,  spiritual, 
and  cultural  splendor  of  our  faith  as  accessible  as  possible  to  our 
ever-growing  community. 

Our  budget  reflects  this  direction  in  terms  of  staffing, 
programs,  web  access,  and  capital  resources.  I  encourage 
everyone  to  review  the  summary  budget  when  it  is  mailed  and 
to  attend  our  Congregational  meeting.  Dues  and  tuitions  will 
increase  modestly  and  we  will  continue  to  rely  on  the  generosity 
of  our  membership  to  achieve  a  balanced  budget.  Your  synagogue 
continues  to  monitor  its  revenues  and  expenses  carefully  and 
our  endowment  has  been  preserved  through  the  recent  economic 
environment. 

As  you  may  already  know,  Rosh  Hashanah  begins  on  the 
Wednesday  evening  after  Labor  Day  this  year.  The  timing  creates 
some  difficulty  in  allowing  our  office  to  process  the  receipts 
of  dues  from  current  members,  so  that  we  can  fulfill  the  ever¬ 
growing  list  of  requests  for  seats  at  our  High  Holy  Day  services. 
For  this  reason,  we  will  mail  the  billing  for  dues  in  mid-May 
with  a  return  date  of  no  later  than  July  1, 2010.  This  schedule 
will  allow  us  to  try  to  accommodate  each  and  every  one  of  our 
members,  as  the  only  way  we  know  that  members  intend  to 
renew  their  seats  is  when  they  have  paid  their  dues. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  thank  you  for  a  wonderful 
year  and  for  being  a  member  of  this  inspiring  community.

JEWISH 
THEOLOGY 
IN  OUR  TIME 
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From  the  Congregational  School 

“When  your  child  asks  you,  ‘What  is  this?”’  [Exodus  i3:i4] 


Rabbi  Zalman  Rothschild,  CS  Teacher 

n  an  afternoon  when  a  rehearsal  for  Shabbat 
HaKavod  cut  short  our  regular  class  session,  1  gave 
my  5th-grade  class  a  choice  between  sticking  to  our 
usual  Hebrew  lesson  or  raising  questions  relevant  to 
Judaism.  (It  was  off  limits  to  ask,  “Do  you  have  a  girlfriend?” 
or  “Have  you  seen  Avatar?”)  As  I  expected,  the  students 
unanimously  chose  the  Q&A  option,  and  far  more  students  put 
their  hands  in  the  air  than  I  could  possibly  call  on. 

What  surprised  me,  as  it  always  does,  was  not  the  number 
of  eager  questioners,  but  the  quality  of  their  questions.  One  girl 
asked,  “How  can  we  be  sure  the  Torah  is  true,  and  why  should  I 
care  about  what  it  says  if  it’s  not?”  She  wasn’t  wondering  about 
metaphysical  truth,  but  rather,  whether  or  not  Moses  actually 
wrote  the  Bible,  taking  dictation  from  God.  Another  piped 
up,  buttressing  her  classmate’s  challenge,  “How  could  Moses 
have  written  about  his  own  death!?”  This  is  a  question  that 
concerned  the  classical  Rabbis  as  well,  and  after  thousands  of 
years  was  confronted  by  Benedict  Spinoza  in  his  Theological- 
Political  Treatise.  Another  student  asked,  “How  did  Moses  know 
Hebrew?  I  thought  he  grew  up  in  Pharaoh’s  palace,  and  I  doubt 
the  Egyptians  knew  Hebrew!”  As  I  was  swiftly  evaluating  the 
probability  of  this  student’s  familiarity  with  Freud’s  monumental 


Moses  and  Monotheism ,  I  heard  yet  another  question.  “Do  the 
Orthodox  really  practice  Judaism  according  to  the  Torah?  I  mean, 
they  don’t  bring  sacrifices!  And,  why  don’t  we  bring  sacrifices 
today,  anyhow?”  All  good,  nay,  superb,  questions. 

That  children  just  above  ten  years  old  can  probe  so  deeply 
and  honestly  into  spheres  often  avoided  by  their  grown-up 
counterparts  is  something  I  am  constantly  reminded  of  in  the 
classroom.  Children  often  think  as  maturely,  in  fact  at  times 
more  maturely,  than  those  triple  their  age.  By  creating  a  healthy 
environment  where  free  expression  is  encouraged,  we  give  our 
“young  philosophers”  the  opportunity  to  voice  their  raw  curiosity 
and  uncompromising  sincerity.  As  a  teacher,  I  have  come  to 
realize  that  our  students  must  be  treated  with  immense  dignity  — 
by  acknowledging  their  intellect  and  curiosity  with  sacred  respect 
—  if  we  want  the  best  learning  to  take  place.  When  children  are 
treated  maturely  and  taken  seriously,  as  they  should  be,  they  learn 
and  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds.  How  much  more  so  does  this 
apply  when  teaching  Judaism. 

Needless  to  say,  we  did  not  explore  all  their  questions  that 
day,  but  we  will  make  time  to  address  them  in  subsequent  classes, 
even  as  we  stick  with  our  Hebrew  lessons.

Early  Childhood  Center  Applications  for  2011-2012 

PAS  member  families  who  would  like  to  apply  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Early  Childhood  Center  for  the  2011-2012 
school  year  are  asked  to  call  the  school  (212-369-2600,  x  1 5 1 )  and  request  an  application  form  starting  May  3,  2010. 

All  children  who  were  born  before  April  1 , 2009  are  eligible  for  school  in  September  2011.  The  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Early  Childhood  Center  adheres  strictly  to  its  cut-off  dates.  Families  who  have  been  active  longtime  members 
of  the  synagogue  are  given  special  consideration.  However,  because  of  limitations  on  class  size  and  the  need  to  balance 
groups  in  a  variety  of  ways,  membership  does  not  guarantee  acceptance. 

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per  child.  The  application  process  includes  a  visit  and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or 
both  parents  and  a  separate  visit  with  the  child. 

For  the  school  year  beginning  in  September  2010  there  were  approximately  55  openings.  It  will  be  very  helpful  to 
have  some  idea  prior  to  September  how  many  eligible  member  families  are  interested  in  a  place  for  the  201 1-2012  school 
term.  This  will  enable  us  to  determine  how  many  applications  from  new  members  or  non-members  we  will  be  able  to 
accept.  Thank  you  so  much  for  your  interest  in  the  school  and  for  your  cooperation.
